AS THE BIGGEST naval task force in history battles for the island of Sai­ 
pan (1), in the Marianas group, and for Saipan’s fine airfields, the im­ 
portance of this particular spot—gomffl465 miles from Tokyo and 1470 
from the Philippines—becomes increasingly evident. Quite outside its 
prox imity to the Bonins, located about 600 miles from Japan, which have 
just been attacked by a big carrier task force, Saipan is reported to have 
flat areas made to order for big land airbases. Some already are vision­ 
ing the giant Superfortresses radiating from Saipan (as arrows show), 
as well as from China (2) to blast Nippon’s big manufacturing areas 
and slam at the Philippines. Presence of great naval forces there, plus 
other forces battering at the Bonins, indicate that the big smash is defi­ 
nitely on. The recent capture of Biak (3) off New Guinea provides 
bases for cracking at areas indicated by arrows.

rance. 
To be sure, undue optimism is 
never proper when dealing with the 
Reichswehr. You can be sure that 
It has been busily repairing road 
blocks and bridges swept by the 
pre-invasion aerial hurricane of the 
Allies. 
Paris is a hundred miles 
away, we have been only preparing 
to go there, and there may be Cas- 
slnos on the way. 
But as the fortnight ends during 
which we ex pected to learn whether 
the beachhead would be secure, we 
do learn, and it is. 
Not only that, 
but the campaign for capture of a 
great port, through which reinforce­ 
ments can flow by the tens of thou­ 
sands rather than the hundreds and 
thousands possible on the open 
beach, moves, truly according to 
plan. 
Word from the Cherbourg 
peninsula is that the Americans 
crassed 
to 
the 
western 
shore 
through the very points, along the 
very country roads, as envisaged 
long ago in the offices of the 
planners.

The United States Ninth division lias crushed a German attem pt to burst 
out of the American trap bottling up perhaps 25,000 to 40,000 Nazis below 
Cherbourg, hurling back a thrust 13 miles due south of the port, head­ 
quarters announced today. 
The Germans lashed out in the darkness in a heavy local attack 
near St. Jacques L)e Nehou, but were thrown back with heavy losses» 
Toward the eastern flank of the 116-tnile Normandy front, British 
forces battled into the northern end of shell-torn Tilly-Sur-Seulles, with 
the Germans still holding in the southern part of the town between 
Bayeux and Caen. 
Lt. Gen. Omar N. Bradley’s troops, laying siege to Cherbourg after 
thrusting a seven-mile-wide corridor clear across the peninsula, now are 
building up strength for “the nex t step," Supreme headquarters said. 
German guns laid a heavier shell barrage on American-held Carentan, 
stronghold near the eastern base of Cherbourg peninsula. 
Other Americans on the northeastern end of the 
line choking off 
Cherbourg fought toward the port from the Montebourg area, 14 miles to 
the southeast. 
(Berlin radio said United States 
forces had made a “slight advance 
in the direction of Valognes. 
1 0 
miles southeast of Cherbourg. Indi­ 
cating the German stronghold of 
Mountebourg possibly Is being by­ 
passed.) 
Local advances were scored on 
oilier sectors of Ukf ^beachhead, 
headquarters said.

JAPAN'S PROBLEM 
It Is remarkable that the timetable of the offen­ 
sive to knock out the Axis has called for the begin­ 
ning of the bombing of Japan while the United States 
Is so heavily committed in the climactic effort against 
Germany . 
The significance of the combination will 
not be lost on the Japanese 
The attack on Japanese 
war production has started. 
Japan’s problem of defense and the 
American 
problem of attack are the opposite Sides of certain 
geographical facts. 
Strategic bombing like that insti­ 
tuted last week with emergence of our supor-bombcrs 
fly ing front Chinese bases depends, obviously , on ac­ 
cessibility of targets. 
In Oermany , up to the time 
that bombers began to operate from Italy , certain 
targets could not be reached. 
O ther targets could 
be reached only with extreme difficulty due to their 
great overland distance from Allied bases and the 
advantage thus held by G erm an defense. 
With few exceptions, the likeliest targets in Japan 
lie on the perim eters of the Japanese Islands, accessi­ 
ble to planes fly ing across water. 
All the distances 
concerned are, of course, very great, but it will be 
noted in this connection th a t the distance from 
Chungking in C hina to Toky o Is the same as th at 
from Klskn in the Aleutians and th at the distance 
from Manila to Toky o is som ewhat less. 
The range of the new bombers is a secret, but i t 1 
Is no secret th at they have been designed and will bo 
built in large num bers chiefly to carry the war to 
Japan from land bases and w ithout waiting for the 
Japanese to be driven out of China. Since those bases 
lie well bey ond the range of Japanese ability to strike 
back, its supposed strength of isolation is going to be 
exploited against It under the sam e plan of strategic 
bombing which slowed G erm an w ar production to the 
stalling point preparatory to the opening of the final 
grand assault. 


GERMANY'S NEWEST TERROR 
The pilot less plane being glimpsed through the 
veil of censorship and m ilitary secrecy is apparently
